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Heroic Corpsman honored 


Today the U.S. Navy Hospital 
Corps celebrates its 85th year. 
Throughout those years mem- 
bers of the Corps have sacrificed, 
served and done honor to the 
U.S. Navy. One such corpsman 
was once a student here, HM2 
David Ray, who had the pro- 
found honor of having a ship of 
the fleet named after him: 

USS DAVID R. RAY (DD- 
971), ninth of thirty ships in 
the SPRUANCE class, is 
named for the late Hospital 
Corpsman Second Class David 
Robert Ray. 

David Ray enlisted in the 
U.S. Navy at Nashville Ten- 
nessee, on March 28, 1966 and 
subsequently reported to Re- 
cruit Training Command, Nav- 
al Training Center,San Diego, 





The Hospital Corps as an 
organized unit of the Medical 
Department of the Navy did 
not actually exist as an entity 
until created by Act of Con- 
gress approved June 17, 1898, 
at the onset of the Spanish- 
American War. The activities 
of the first loblolly boys, 
however, antedate the estab- 
lishment of the Hospital Corps 
by more than 100 years. 

John Wall enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of being the Navy’s 
first enlisted hospital corps- 
man of record. He apparently 
was shipped for the specific 
duties of a loblolly boy, and 
obtaned his initial experience 
in caring for the wounded 
aboard the frigate Constella- 
tion in her victorious encoun- 
ter with a French frigate dur- 
ing the unde@lared war 
against France in 1799. 

Rules ou Reguliations of 
the Naval Service of 1818, out 
lines the duties of the loblolly 
boy as follows: 

“The surgeon should send 
the loblolly boy fore and aft 
the gun and berth decks witha 
small bell to give notice to 
those who are slightly indis- 
posed and those with ulcers to 
attend him at the mainmast, 
where he should have his 
table and prescription books. 

The table to receive the 
wounded, if there be much 
sea, should be locked to the 
deck. The loblolly boy should 
have plenty of water procured 
that it may not be necessary to 
send for it during the hurry of 
business. 

The loblolly boy should filla 
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for recruit training. 

From June to October 1966, 
he attended the Naval Hospit- 
al Corps School, San Diego, af- 


ter which he was assigned to 


the Naval Hospital in the USS 
HAVEN (AH12). Following his 
tour in the hospital ship David 
Ray next served at the Naval 
Hospital, Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia. 

In May, 1968, he requested a 
tour of duty with the Marines. 
He reported for instruction at 
the Field Medical Service 
School, Marine Corps Base, 
Camp Pendleton, California 
and in July he joined the 
Second Battalion, Eleventh 
Marines, First Marine Divi- 
sion (Re-inforced), Fleet 
Marine Force. 


small washtub with sand to re- 
ceive the blood during any op- 
eration, to prevent the deck of 
the cockpit from being 
stained. 

The Surgeon’s Mate is to 
give out to the loblolly boy all 
such liquors and comforts as 
are prescribed for the sick. He 
is on no account to commit the 
dressing of ulcers and wounds 
to the loblolly boy.”’ 

There are no available re- 
cords indicating exactly when 
the loblolly boy ceased to be 
an entity in the naval service. 
It is an established fact, 


David R. Ray was serving as 
a corpsman with the battalion 
when he was mortally wound- 
ed on March 19, 1969, while 
treating wounded Marines. 
“For conspicuous gallantry at 
the risk of his life above and 
beyond the call of duty... near 
An Hoa,Quang Nam Province, 
in the Republic of Vietnam.. 
.’ David Robert Ray was post- 
humously awarded the Medal 
of Honor. 

In addition to the Purple 
Heart Medal which was 
awarded for wounds received 
in action, he also had the Com- 
bat Action Ribbon, National 
Defense Service Medal, Viet- 
nam service Medal with star, 
and the Republic of Vietnam 
Campaign Medal.

however, that the loblolly boy 
became a surgeon’s steward 
by evolutionary process. 

When the Hospital Corps of 
the U.S. Navy came into exist- 
ence as an organized entity of 
the Medical Department it 
was the fruition of a century 
long struggle to establish the 
non-commissioned personnel of 
the Medical Department on a 
sound footing, and the begin- 
ning of a new era of progress 
that has culminated in out- 
standing medical service for 
Navy and Marine Corps per- 
sonnel.

Uniform shipments speeded up

American remains repatriated 


On June 3, the Socialist Republic of Vietnam turned 
over to U.S. representatives in Hanoi the remains of nine 
unaccounted-for Americans and identifying information 
on three others. The remains were flown to Hickam Air 
Force Base, where they were received with full military 
honors. They were then transferred to the central identi- 
fication laboratory in Hawaii for identification. 


USS Hayler aids stranded sailors 


While off the coast of Florida, USS Hayler (DD-997) was 
contacted by the private yacht, ‘“Windalier.” The yacht’s 
skipper informed Cdr. Paul W. Ecker, Hayler’s comman- 
ding officer, that the vessel was six days out of Fort 
Lauderdale, FL bound for Bermuda and had been adrift 
or motoring on the yacht’s engine due to lack of wind. The 
crew of the boat had expended all of their fresh water, 
were on emergency rations and their fuel supply was near- 
ly gone: Hayler provided fresh water and fuel and the two 
ships went their respective ways. Hayler, last of the 
Spruance class destroyers was commissioned in March 
and is currently on a two month shakedown cruise. 


Memorial Day goes international 


Memorial Day celebrations took on a special meaning to 
residents of Diego Garcia as weekend activities were 
shared by military and civilian personnel from the United 
States, Great Britain, Japan and the Republic of the Phi- 
lippines. A wreath-laying ceremony in the Diego Garcia 
Lagoon, honoring those who had died in combat, was fol- 
lowed by a 17-float parade. Capt. W.S. Renner, Comman- 
ding Officer of Naval Support Facility, Diego Garcia, 
served as Grand Marshal of the parade. 

Following the parade, foods representing each of the 
four cultures were served and carnival games benefitting 
Navy Relief were available. Aviation Boatswain’s Mate 
Joe Sappa won the Diego Garcia Memorial Day Marathon. 


Sale of savings bonds increases 


Figures released by the Department of the Treasury 
showed a 37 percent increase in sales of U.S. Savings Bonds 
for April when compared to April 1982. The April figures 
also complete the first six months of sales under the new 
variable market based rate system, showing a 26% in- 
crease in sales for the first half of the year totaling 2 
billion dollars for the period. 


Navy can help tuition costs 


The Navy will pay up to 90 percent of tuition costs for 
qualified Navy people taking approved courses at civilian 
education institutions. Credits may be gained at accre- 
dited colleges, universities, high schools, vocation/tech- 
nical schools and through independent study. Enlisted 
people in paygrades E-1 through E-4 and all officers receive 
75 percent of tuition costs and enlisted members in pay- 
grades E-5 and above with less than 14 years of naval 
service receive 90 percent. 

Courses leading to a high school diploma or its equiva- 
lent are fully funded by the Navy. For more information, 
contact your campus education specialist or career coun- 
selor.

Lt. Cmdr. Dale A. Gardner, a Naval Flight Officer (NFO), has 
been named a member of the NASA crew for the August 
launching of the space shuttle, Challenger.

Gardner’s mission will mark the first space flight by 
an NFO. He was selected as an astronaut candidate in 
January 1978 and completed one year of training and eva- 
luation in August 1979 making him eligible for assignment 
as a mission specialist on space shuttle flight crews. While 
Lt. Cmdr. Gardner will be the first NFO in space. There isa 
total of six NFO’s in the NASA program, four of whom are 
still on active duty. 
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Naval reserve unit learns 
How to survive in the desert 


Join the Navy and learn de- 
sert survival skills? 

While this statement seems 
incongruous, it’s true for 
members of the Naval Re- 
serve Fourth Marine Division 
Headquarters Support Unit 
119 in San Diego. 

If called to active duty, this 
Naval Reserve unit’s mission 
is to provide medical support 
to Marine Corps personnel 
wherever they are sent. 

“Our job is to keep the 
Marines ready for combat,” 
said Cmdr. Patricia Keller, an 
officer in the reserve unit and 
a civilian nurse. ‘“‘We help 
them avoid heat stroke, 
hypothermia, dysentery, 
burns and other problems 
common to desert living.” 

Member of the unit regular- 
ly serve two-week active duty 
periods with the Marines at 
Camp Pendleton and at Twen- 
tynine Palms. “Usually it’s in 


Least tern 
protected 
at beach 


Delta Beach, approximately 
60 acres of bayfront property 
immediately south of the Na- 
val Amphibious Base in Coro- 
nado, has been designated a 
California Least. Tern. Pre- 
serve to be 1 managed by the 
Navy in conjunction with the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 

The beach, fronting San 
Diego Bay, is part of the Naval 
Amphibious Base and has 
been used as a training area 
for students. Although posted 
with warning signs, the beach 
has also been used by the pub- 
lic for picnicking and water 
skiing. 

The 60-acre site runs from 
the officers’ housing area on 
the Amphibious Base proper- 
ty south to the Navy Sailing 
Association yacht basin. Delta 
Beach was formed in the mid- 
1970s will fill sand from a San- 
Diego Bay dredging project. 

The Least Tern is a small 
coastal bird which is federally 
listed as an endangered spe- 
cies. A spokesman for the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service said 
that nexting areas for the 
Least Tern are almost non- 
existent in California today 
because of coastal develop- 
ment 

“The Least Tern is a forag- 
ing bird which can only exist 
in protected bays and 
estuaries,’ the spokesman 
said. 

The Least Tern also re- 
quires protected sandy areas 
for nesting. 

The Navy made the land 
available as a California Least 
Tern Preserve after the U.S. 
Wildlife Service determined 
that Delta Beach, with its long 
stretch of protected sand, was 
ideal for a nesting and forag- 
ing area. 

The beach will continue to 
be under management of the 
Naval Amphibious Base, with 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice acting as consultant. 


July or August, when the day- 
time temperature is 115 to 120 
degrees,” Keller said. 

Approximately 20 enlisted 
Naval Reservists recently 
completed a half-day work- 
shop on desert survival at 
Naval Reserve Center San 
Diego. It was so successful 
that it will be expanded to a 
full day and offered again in 
the 1984 fiscal year, Keller 
said. 

“Emphasis of the training is 
on prevention rather than 
treatment,’’ she said. ‘‘We 
stress drinking a quart of wa- 
ter per hour, regular rest 
periods, cleanliness, careful 
food selection and common 
sense.” 

Commanding officer of the 
Naval Reserve unit is Cmdr. 
James V. Chabala. He is a 
medical doctor by profession, 
and one of his hobbies is his 
pet snakes. He did not bring 
any snakes to the training ses- 
sion, but the treatment of 
snakebite was a critical topic 
on the agenda. 

Hospitalman second-class 
Ronald Davis, one of the in- 
structors, brought his pet 
tarantula to illustrate his pre- 
sentation of first aid. He is an 
active duty hospital corpsman 
assigned to the Navy Regional 
Medical Center San Diego. 

The reserve unit presently 
has 10 openings for corpsmen, 
Chabala said. Persons in- 


terested should contact the 


Naval Reserve ‘recruiting 
office for more information 


about these opportunities. 

According to Keller, the 
Marine Corps looks ‘‘very 
favorably” on Navy corpsmen 
who wear Marine uniforms on 
active duty. “During the Viet 
Nam War, many corpsmen 
gave their lives on the battle- 
field in their efforts to treat 
and save the lives of Marines,” 
she pointed out. 

An important part of the 
training session, she ex- 
plained, is the history and 
structure of the Marine Corps. 
“Our corpsmen need to look 
good, recognize uniform insig- 
nia and respect their chain of 
command.” 

Training participants also 
learn how to deal with cold 
nights on the desert and why 
the consumption of alcohol is 
a “no-no” in the field. 

“Drinking alcohol the night 
before or during the day leads 
to dehydration and hypother- 
mia,” she said. It also dilates 
the surface blood vessels, 
which restrict blood circula- 
tion.” 

Hospitalman second class 
Homer Nabors, another in- 
structor at the desert survival 
sessions, said that two other 
survival workshops have been 
scheduled next year at Naval 
Reserve Center San Diego. 


One will be on sea survival 


and the other on the medical 
aspects of nuclear, biological 
and chemical warfar. 
Nabors is the assistant lead- 
ing petty officer of the reserve 
center’s medical department.

The Navy Bluejacket Memo- 7 ai WEP gS 
rial was unveiled during cere- 
monies June 4 in Newport, RI, 
onthe 100th anniversary ofthe 
founding of the old Newport 
Naval Training Station. 

The memorial statue de- 
picts a young sailor with a duf- 
fel bag slung over his shoulder 
waving goodbye as he returns 
to his ship after shore leave. 
Nine feet tall and cast in 
bronze, the statue is mounted 
on a five-foot granite base in 
downtown Newport where it is 
expected to become a tourist 
attraction. 

The statue is the creation of 
Felix W. Deweldon, one of 
Newport’s most famous sculp- 
tors and best known for his 
statue of the flag-raising at 
Iwo Jima near Arlington 
Cemetery in Washington, D.C. 
In his remarks at the cere- 
mony Mr. Deweldon stated, 

. Bluejackets have playeda 
vital part in the history of our 
Navy and the history of Amer- 
ica. Their skill, courage and 
determination have contri- 
buted to the effectiveness of 
our ships in keeping the seas 
open for free people to use. 
The story of the sailors is an 
encouraging and unique one.”

Recent health care news 


Masai herdsmen of East 
Africa are endowed with mag- 
nificent physiques and are 
fierce warriors. Traditionally, 
to prove his courage a Masai 
warrior, armed only with a 
spear and shield, was re- 
quired to kill a lion. 


Yet to sustain their great 
strength Masais live on a diet 
of almost solely milk six 
days a week. On the seventh 
day they introduce a little 
variety into their dining and 
lace their milk with blood. 


But surprisingly, according 
to an article in Atherosclerosis, 
these very healthy people 
have a low level of cholesterol 
and a low incidence of car- 
diovascular disease. The re- 
searcher believes that milk 
may suppress the body’s 
formation of cholesterol. 
Searching through the more 
than three thousand com- 
pounds present in milk the 
scientists found two com- 
pounds that are capable of 
dramatically slowing the liv- 
er’s cholesterol synthesis. 

Cholesterol, though much 
maligned as a cause of heart 





disease, is also crucial to the 
body, and is found in the mem- 
brane of cells and serves as a 
building block of many of the 
body’s substances. The re- 
searchers theorize that the 


compounds contained in the 
milk which acts on the liver 
may prove to be more than 
enough to compensate for the 
cholesterol contained in the 
milk.
